Thousands of American wo- 
aen are playing their splendia 
part in war work—but otne. 
.uousands: are not. 

There is little good in dodging 
one tacts with a camoutiage o. 
publicity for the few real work- 
ers behind which the shrinking 
thousands may hide. 

Too many are throwing a sop 
to conscience with a bit of knit- 
ting, an hour of Red Cross work. 
and a few sliees of bread saved 
each week, Some of us strut as 
mueh for a Thrift Stamp as for 
a Liberty Bond. -Beeause they 
put on a cap and apren for a 
sew hours of surgical bandage 
‘making they: have a smug feel- 
mg ‘of satisfaction when reading 
the magazine and newspaper tri- 
butes to Red Cress workers. 

All that isn’t patriotism—it’s 
-self-delusion. 

In-a>time that calls: for wo- 
men to work many shame them- 
‘selves .by remaining ladies, pret- 
tily° busy -at: the: new game of 
‘war activities.’’ 

Here are a few facts, stated by 
Miss Harriet: Vittum, social-work- 
er and suffrage leader of Chi- 
cago: 

‘‘American women are falling 
down on the job_of national 
sousekeeping- 

“Po those citizens who urge 
the necessity of compulsory ra- 
tions—food .cards—with the food 
administration Mr. Hoover re- 
plies—‘‘Surely the people of 
America ‘will step talking con- 
servation: and conserve when they 
know the need.’’ But Mr. 
Hoover has been telling us the 
need* for more than a year and 
‘still we'eat what we want, when 
we want it. — 

‘England has lowered its in- 
‘fant: death rate every year since 
e<war. ‘America, one year at 
war and. untouched by its horrors 
hes, already.let its infant death 
«ate creep up.’’ 

Juvenile delinquency, petty 
crime among children, has in- 
creased 34 per cent during 
one year of war, Miss Vittum 
asserts,-and proves by state and 
national «statistics. 

“In the same newspaper which 
reports Miss Vittum’s address 
to club women there is a notice 
that -a-certain day nursery has 
doubled its:daily-attendance dur- 
ing the last-six: months. It: is 
badly in need of funds. The in- 
erease in patronage is due to the 
large number .of mothers who 
\have gone: into industry and must 
leave their children during the 
‘day. 

To. aid the nursery a group of 
s}eociety ~women have planned a 
benefit bridge: party -at a fashion- 
able hotel. They were arewarded
